jIn 1934, the subjec-t was recruited into Soviet espionage by 
GAinOVAKIMIAN. BLACK has been handled throughout the years by 
different Soviet superiors. Be has not been active in Soviet 
espisnage for the last five years. So far as his espionage activities 
are concerned, he was involved in Industrial espionage and in anti- 
Trotsky activities. BLACK also furnished the Soviets results of . 
independent research on penicillin and sorbose; noM of which 
material was classified. 

BLACK olaims to have been involved in Soviet espionage against 
his will and held by them through threats of foroe and violence. 

In addition to his espionage aotivities, BLACK in 1931 Joined 
the Communist Party and as a part of his espionage activity 
later became a member of the Socialist Workers Party. He is I 

acquainted with Marxism and Leninism and is familiar with the line 
of tiiought of the Marxist.

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1936* BLACK was hospitalized for approximately twenty weeks and concludes 
that he first met SCHWARTZ in July 1930, SCIWARTZ came to BLACK ‘s room and 
introduced himself as being Dr, ROBERT SCHtTARTZ, a friend of GEORGE'S, 

BLACK stated that he had been previously contacted \3y a Soviet superior, 
using the name GEORGE and that he readily recognized SCHWARTZ as being his 
new Soviet superior, SCHWARTZ indicated that he was a ‘physician and inquired 
of BLACK concerning his treatment and the nature of his injury i SCHWARTZ' 
chief concern about BLACK was his physical condition, the speed of hio 
recovery and his financial situation. He inquired of BLACK if he needed 
funds, BLACK told him that his injuries were being paid for by Workman's 
Condensation and there was no need to advance him any money. 

In August of 1938 BLACK was discharged from the ho^ital 
and returned to his apartment in the Chellis Austin Apartments, Newark, N,J, 
Approximately one month after his discharge, on a Saturday afternoon, he 
received a telephone call from Dr, SCHWARTZ idio identified himself by name, 
SCHWARTZ wanted to see' BLACK, Because BLACK's roommate was present at the 
apartment at that time, BLACK arranged to meet SCIMARTZ at the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Station in Newark, N«J, The meeting was kept. There SCHWART^ 
inquired of BLACK'S progress and told him that he wanted the healing to 
take place as rapidly as possible since he had a large assignment for BLACK. 
At that time he gave BL/XK C’lOO in ten OlO bills and told BL\CK that he was 
to use this money in consulting the best available plastic surgeon or ■* 
dermatologist, in order to determine if he could not speed the healing. 

At that time he did not eoq>laih to BLACK the nature of his assignment, 

BLACK contacted a plastic surgeon and found that a skin graft would not 
be feasible at that time to speed the healing, BLVCK later recontacted 
SCHWARTZ, meeting again at the Pennsylvania Railroad Station in Nevfark, 

New Jersey, and it was at one of these later two visits that SCHWARTZ 
eiqjlained to BL'iCK that they wanted BLTiCK to take a- "vacation" in Mexico, 
SCHWARTZ explained that BLACK was to go to Mexico City to -ngratiate himself 
with the Trotslyite household and become a member of it i: rder to learn 
as much as possible regarding the personnel, the habits, r j, BLACK told 
SCHWARTZ that such an assignment was extremely difficixlt SCHWARTZ told 
him that it was his assignment and It was up to him to find a way to 
accomplish It, On the final contact with SCHWARTZ, he told BLACK that he 
would not see him again and that a new contact would get it> touch with him. 

Altogether, BLACK does not recall meeting SCHWARTZ more 'than 
four times, BUXK described SCHWARTZ as being a very genteel type of man, 
one who was very friendly and fatherly. 
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In I 9 U 2 BLACK'S Soviet superior, JACK, instructed him to 
go to Philadelphia and contact Dr. EARL WILLIAM FLOSDORF, of the University 
of Pennsylvania. JACK gave BLACK a letter of introduction irtiich was signed 
by DR. G. L* RA3IH0VITCH. This letter was dated May 7, 19U2. JACK explained 
to BLACK that FLOSDORF had previously been contacted by Dr* RABINOVITCH vdio 
was connected with the Soviet Red Cross in this country. JACK also described 
RABIMOVITCH as being a physician and one with whcm the Soviet agents had had 
considerable trouble because of his general sociability. 

> BLACK mentioned to JACK at that time that he had had a Soviet 
physician as his superior at one time who fitted the same description, 
idierevpon JACK and BLACK discussed RABINOVITCH and SCHWARTZ, whereupon both 
concluded that SCHWARTZ and RABINOVITCH were one and the same person. 
According to BLACK, JACK told him that RABINOVITCH was the official repre- 
sentative of the Soviet Red Cross in this countn’’ and he was responsible for 
purchasing medical equipment for Russia. Material obtained by RABINOVITCH - 
was largely obtained through legal channels. However, the implication was • 
that vhat RABINOVITCH could not obtain through legal channels, he would 
attempt to obtain otherwise* i . 

BLACK stated that in other wrds there was no question left 
in his mind that RABIiIOVITCH was not here solely oh a legal mission, since 
RABINOVITCH was ’ sent here to secure certain information In. aiy fashion thet 
he could get it. BLACK had the definite impressiont that R/iBIlIOVITCH and 
SCHWARTZ were identical. However, his reasons for this inpression were 
not clear. 


Among the material found in a green metal strong box located 
on June 17,' 1950 by Special AgentoTROT COLil'AN and EUGENE C. JONES of the 
Ifewark Office in a search of BLACK'S possessions in storage at the Van 
Poznak Fireproof Storage Warehouse, 92 Howard Street, Kevfark, N.J., was an 
envelope containing a letter set forth as follows t 

"!.tv Dear Dr. FLOSDORTTj 

It is of partictilar pleasure to me to hear from my 
friends in the United States that you are in good 
health and progressing in yo\ir research work. I 
raneraber our short meetings in tJie Benjamin Franklin I 
Hotel and I shall never forgot your very kind 
assistance you rendered to mo and ny country at 
those peaceful times when I was in the U.S.A. as a

On July .17, 1950 JACOB I. FASS, 36? Miller Avenue, 
Brooklyn, New York was interviewed at the Spruce 
Chemical Congjany, 177 East Railway Avenue, Paterson, 
New Jersey by Special Agent JOHN R. LYONS and the 
writer at which time the following signed state- 
ment was obtained: 

“Paterson, New Jersey 
July, 17, 1956 

"I, Jacob I. Pass, make the following voluntary 
statement to John R, Lyons and Louis 0* Turner, who 
have Identified themselves to me as special agents 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, U. S. De- 
partment of Justice. No threats or promises have 
been made to me for this statement and I know it 
can be used in a court of law. I have been advised 
of my right to counsel. ■

"I reside at 367 Miller Avenue, Brooklyn, New York, 
place of business is at the Spruce Chemical Company 
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"Whether he knew this from personal contact with all of them or 
by extrapolation, and information gathered through subsequent • 
contacts in the Trotskyite movement, I cannot say. ^ 

"He had told me previously that he had left the C.P. 4-” 

1933 when they had failed to prevent the rise of Hitler. When he 
decided to cease his activities for the Soviet Union he realized 
what the consequences might be. In fact, he told me that when 
he refused to continue about 2 agents tried to foixibly remove 
him from the country, and drove him to the Canadian border, in 
Michigan, if I remember correctly. He escaped by telling them 
that they could not get away with itt that he would tell the 
border guards that he was being forcibly taken, and to his 
surprise the agents could not think of a strategem to stop 
him from doing this and so released him. Thereafter he had 
lived in constant fear of his life. Now, as this had all 
transpired a considerable time ago, I was inclined to minimize ' 

his experience, and told him that at this late date it was un- 
reasonable for him to continue fearing the OGPU. He quoted to 
me the fates of other deserters from the Soviet camp, as Krivitsky, 
and others, who died under mysterious circumstances. I told him 
that he had not been bothered since, and that he i^as probably too 
unimportant for them to worry about now, especially since they 
were now better’ recognized, and had to be more careful. It was 
my view that he had been less important than he had thought, emd 
that if, with his known Trotzkyite background since then, he had 
not been molested, he was probably past' danger. Nevertheless, 

I he continued to worry. One day, when I was at his aprtmont , 
he got a phone call from some party, and when he hung up he said 
that this person was a representative of the OGPU who wanted to 
see him again. My iupression was that it was a person whom he 
had known as a communist, though he was not certain that this 
roan was actually involved in espionage activity, I told him 
to forget about the call, and as far as I know there was no 
further development along this line, 

"At the time I met Tom klack he was a member^ of the Socialilst 
Workers Party, and had been, as I understood it,* since- 1933* He re- 
mained 'a member until at least some time before he moved to Philadelphia. 
Tcy’the best of -Iny khowifedge , * in all of his time in Philadelphia he was . 
nd longer active politically, but was a disillusioned former radical. 

In many conversations between us he ejqjlained to me why he had quit 
the C.P. and what was wrong with their policies* He left in 1933 
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"because he felt that they should have been able to prevent the rise 
of the Nazis,' considering their great strength in Germany at the time. 

His feelings were that the mission of the C.P. was to sabotage any real 
grovrth of communism or socialism. The views he expressed to me were . 
those that any socialist or Trotzkyite might have given regarding 
the role of the (T.P. t their use of labor wnions, front organizations 
and other groups merely as instruments of Soviet policy, and not for 
any sincere purposes of inproving the lot of the workers or people. 

While working at his apartment I came across some Kodachrome slides 
of Trotzky, and he revealed tojne- that they were pictures that he 
had taken..when.he had .visited Mexico. I gathered that they were shown 
at meetings of the S.W.P., and that Tom was an important member of the 
group, if' for no other reason than that there were so few of them. He 
■told me of his trip to Mexico - by plane, I believe - and his visit 
with Trotzky. One night, in the presence of Charles^reefield, he 
showed me the pictures of IVotzky with a slide projector, along with 
other pictures. Most of them showed Trotzky tending his pet rabbits* 

On one occasion he took me on an outing of the SWP to Lake Hopatcong. 

It was a small group, and every one seemed to know Tom very well. He 
was called Tom. For all I knew most of the x>ther .6 nfere usi^ aliases* 

Among the group was Bett'T'iiterrow, the wife of Felij^, ‘ wtio' waS in Jail .» 
at the time as a result of the Minneapolis trial. .After the swimming there 
was a brief seminar, at which e man namejNjeorge (1 forget his full name) 
gave a talk which was on theoretical economics. There was almost no 
discussion. It was obvious that Tom was on good terms with all of the 
members present. 

"On one occasion Tom gave me a book, written by one of the 
S.W.P. leaders, giving a history of the Spanish Civil War. He said 
it would explain how the communlets sabotaged the loyalists. The 
details of this were too eonpliceted for me to follow. It was clear 
to me, though, that he was a thoroughly sincere Trotzkyitc, and a 
severe opponent of the Communi^s. He always maintained that he 
was a communist with a small "c". 

■I knew that HanT^old was a good friend of Tom's. On 
about 3 occasions I met Gold, and he seemed an affable fellow, who | 

talked almost exlusively of chemistry. As far as I knew, and as . 
far as Tom knew. Gold had no political interests whatsoever. 

"When the news of Hr.n:*y Gold's arrest was published Tom 
told me how shocked he was. He could not understand it, for he had 
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"known Gold as a gentle fellow, and a loyal friend. He could not 
conceive of this man whom he had known as being guilty of the acts 
with which he was charged. Because he had known him so well, the.- 
shock was very deep. *- 

"Several weeks after Gold's arrest, and after the F.B.I. . 
had revealed in on interview that ‘they knew about this, Tom' told me 
that he had been told by Gold a few weeks hefore ,his arrest thht Gold 
was the man being sought as the contact of Klaue^nchs* (The time 
had been one night when he had gone to pick up c’ radio at the epart-': 
ment of my cousin. He was home early, and so could not have spoken 
to Gold for more. than a few minutes.) All I could say to him was 
."Kow you tell me." It was too late to do anything now. • - 

"From my intimate knowledge of Tom Black I feel that he 
broke corapletely and omequi vocally witti the C.F. and the Soviet ■ 
Union in 1933. He immediately Joined the Trotzkyite movement," - 
so that he could not have continued working for them much beyond 
that year. Aside from nodding to former acquaintances from the 
C.P. idio did not know of his break he had no contac t viH 
of the C.P. except accidentally

could help Russia build her econonor* Secondly, at the time he 
had helped them, Russia was a struggling backward country,- and 
not considered a menace to this coiuitry. Only dedicated socialists 
and Trotzkyites considered her a menace then. Finally, it had 
happened in the past, and the agents involved had probably long - 






"since been recalled, according to his own testimony. Further, 
he felt that Idhittaker Chambers, who had been in a much more 
responsible position, could have told more than he, and it did 
not seem he could contribute anything of value. • 

”As for the reason ^y Tom did not turn Gold in, he told 
me that he could not do it, because he considered Gold a friend. 

Ify view is that Tom, who is given to deep emotional feelings, had. 
this strong feeling of friendship for Gold, and could not bring 
himself to realize that the admirable fellow he had known had , 
another aspect to his personality. He could only remember the 
Gold he knew. Perhaps on further reflections he would have 
recognized the other aspect of the man, and taken action. 

But Gold was arrested before he could come to \hy decision.

A fifteen page typed report entltledi "The Production of l/^arbose 
froB I>«6orbital by Aeetobaoter Suboxydans^ ohlcb wae obtained from the 
subject^ waa exhibited to JASPER H. KaMEi Director of Blochenloal Raeeartb 
end Production at the Charles Pfizer Coacp&nY, 11 Bartlett Street^ Brooklyn^ 

Mew York. Hr. advised that CRiJlLES PFim A COUPANY« 1NC.« is one of 
the largest producers of sorbose In the United States and in his position 
be is fully acquainted with the various nethods used in the oosnercial 
production of the produnt. 

In eonmcntlng on the aubdectfs nethod he stated that the Fringes 
Generator which BLXK recoonended is not used at the jirosent time in the 
production of sorbose. He said that Fringes Generator is used principally .

Gold if he oould get Information from the Penn^lvania Sugar Company, 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, relative to processea. Black explained .

Gold admitted 
that in the latter part of 1935, he went to New Tork City with Black 
where Black introduced him to Paul Smith, who was Gold's first Soviet 
eapioDage superior* ^ .

Black has admitted that his Soviet superior, Oregori L*

regarding the hous^old* Black stated that he refused this assignment* 

Louis Budens has recently identified Oregori L* Rabinovitch, 
Director of the USSR Red Cross in the U* S. from 1934 to 1939, as one

Black admitted acting as a courier for his Soviet superior, 
Joseph Katz, In 1944 or 1945 in that he delivered $100.00 and a message 
to William W* Stapler (deoeased).

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MDO diatsd October 30, 1950, the Departaent adrised 
that it vae Inetruetlng USA Oleeson at Philadelphia to atod7 the 
Black oase and talk it orer with the FBI agent handling eame, and 
to aake a reeomsendation to the Department* The Philadelphia dffioe 
adriaed on January 16, 1951« that this ease has been thoroughly 
discussed with USA Oleeson and that he has not rendered a decision
